Pandemic 
amplifies 
problems 
at homes

A population that is highly suscep- 
tible to COVID-19, a lack of availability 
of personal protective equipment, a 
slow response to provide testing and 
the presence of asymptomatic carriers 
are all primary factors in why nurs- 
ing homes have been ravaged by the 
deadly virus. 

But some patient advocates and 
others critical of the nursing home 
industry’s response to the pandemic 
say the level of staffing, problems with 
infection control and the buildings 
themselves all preceded the corona- 
virus’ devastating effect on residents 
and the industry. 

“This is an unprecedented chal- 
lenge for us across society in every 
single facet of our lives, including 
those for nursing home residents and

DeWine decries 
partisan divide 
over masks

Ohio Gov. Mike DeWine lamented 
Sunday how wearing a mask to pro- 
tect others from the coronavirus has 
become such a politi- 
cally divisive issue. 

“This is not about 
politics, this is not 
about whether you are 
a liberal or conserva- 
tive, left or right, Re- 
publican (or) Demo- 
crat? DeWine told 
“Meet the Press” host Chuck Todd on 
Sunday. 

“It has been very clear about what 
the studies have shown: You wear the 
mask not to protect yourself so much 
as to protect others. This is one time in 
which we truly are all in this together. 
What we do directly impacts others.”
